THE INDICTMENTS AGAINST TUB RIOTERS.

Ai.bsnv, January 80. l*f>2
It will be seen by the following that the Syracuse

riot oases have been sent by Judge Conk i » for a

bearing before Judge Nelson, in the Circuit Court,
at Cananda.'gua. in June nest. At the opening of
the Court tbls morning, Judge Conklin observed that
this beirg the time designated by him at which he would
endeavor to dispoar of a motion to quash certain indict¬
ments, twelve in number, depending in the Court, he
would now proceed to do so. The indictments ,in each nt
these case*, are for aiding in the escape, and also for the
rescue of an altered fugitive from labor and service, on
the first day of October last, at tbe city of Syracuse, On
the second day of tbe term motions were made to quash
the indictments, for reasons set forth In the numerous
affidavits. At the request of the counsel for the United
Btates. copies of these affidavits were dircote J to be for¬
warded to thim. and tiale was giv-n to them to obtain
counter uffldavits On the adjourned day the couuselofthe
